Cc. D. COLLINS LURED TO MERA- 
MEC HIGHLANDS. 


BEATEN AND ROBBED OF $6,000. 


Martin Ensley, Son of Col. Eroch Ens- 
ley, Under Arrest, Charged 
With the Crime. 


C. D. Collins, a wealthy Tennesseean, was 
. lured to his probable death Tuesday night 
by a man he had known since boyhood, and 
with whom he ‘has been on terms of inti- 
mate friendship for six years. 

His assa‘lant is Martin Ensley of Memphis. 
H's father, Co]. Bnoch Ensley, was one of 
the most prominent mine owners and plant- 
ers in the South. 

Ensley induced his companion to visit Mer- 
amec Highlands. On the plea of illness he 
led him to a clump of bushes about seventy- 
five yards from the hotel. 

There, stepping behind:-his victim, he dealt 
him blow after blow on the head with a 
hammer which he had purchased presuma-

bly for the purpose of committing the mur- 
der. 

When the pounding with the piece of steel 
had reduced Collins to a state of insensibil- 
ity Ensley stooped over the prostrate body 
and tore from a vest pocket a roll of bills 
that amounted to $6,000. 

He darted up the hill and passed the 

oney to an accomplice, who. is believed to 

ave escaped on a troliey car. Then the 
‘would-be murderer ran down the path lead- 
ing to the Meramec River, and as he went 
he invented a story that might save his 
neck from the rope. 

But his genius in this direction was use- 
less. Iwo men saw the terrible assault 
and the robbery, and witnessed the trans- 
fer of the*money and the escape of the 
principal and his accomplice. 

Charles Feitler, a baker employed at the 
Inn, and a gardener, who had been engaged 
about the grounds a fortnight, were the 
witnesses. 

These men had gone out in the shrubbery 
early in the evening. They wished to find

The form of the assassin stood out in 
silhouette against the bright sky. 
. The witnesses say they saw it all; the as- 
gault, the robbery, the pessing of the plun- 
der and the dash for liberty. They were 
too dazed to make an outcry until it was 
all over, and then, trembling with excite- 
ment, they ran to the porch of the Inn, 
where Night Watchman Robert Rusch was 
standing, and told him the story of the 
tragedy. It was then 10:30 o'clock. 


The man who was thus assaulted and 
robbed is well known to St. Louisans, es- 

*cially those who are interested in the Fair 

rounds. Collins has a stable out there 
this year, but he runs hts horses under an 
assumed name. He has always had a pen- 
chant for thoroughbreds, but his parents, 
who are prominent In Nashville, objected to 
his owning race horses and so did his wife, 
who is from Cleveland, Ohlo.

fered a good prias for a hotel he owned in 
Nashville—$25,000—and Gosing the bargain, 
madé arrangements for piacin 
one of the tracks.

His horses have been entered in several 
races since he arztived at the Fair Groundg 
on May 31, They: did not come up to Col- 
lins’ expectations; they did not. even show | 
and the owner of the stable decided to pur- 
chase additional stock. A week ago he 
handed Ensley $1,000 and commissioned him 
to buy a mare which he had an idea would 
help him out cf the hole. 

Whether Ensley made an attempt to pur- 
chase the mare is not known, but on Mon- 
day he returned the $1,000 to Collins and 
informed him the negotiations had fallen 
through. When the Nashville man handed 
his friend the $1,000, he took it from a big 
roll he carried in his inside vest pocket, 
and when he was paid back the money he 
replaced it with the same bills, both times

exhibiting to Ensley the ‘amount, which 
was $6,000. 

Monday evening Ensley asked Collins to 
take a stroll in one of the parks. They went 
out on an Olive street car. Arrived at the 
Lindell boulevard entrance Ensley sug- 
gested a stroll through the grounds, but 
Collias was tired, and after sitting in the 
pavilion a short time he insisted upon re- 
turning to the city. 

All Tuesday Ensley managed to be with 
his companion, and in the evening he again 
suggested a stroll in the parks. This time 
they boarded a Kirkwood car, at Ensley’s 
suggestion. 

Arrived at Forest Park the Memphite 
suggested that they continue the journey. 

‘“Let’s see where these cars take us to,” 
he remarked. 

The next trolley was a Kirkwood con- 
nection, hey boarded it. There was noth- 
ing to be seen at the transfer station and 
Ensley suggested that they push on. Col- 
lins agreed. They reached Meramec High- 
lands at 10:15. Collins was anxious to take 
the same car on the return trip, but his 
companion insisted that they wait over till 
the next, ‘He complained that ‘the was ill 
and the two went to the Inn. 

From this summer resort they walked 
toward the ’Frisco tracks, Ensley sugg-st- 
ing that they return by the railroad, They 
had gone but a few steps when someone of 
whom Collins inquired said they would have 
to walk up the road a short distane? to se- 
cure tickets. 

This, Ensley, despite his fllness, expressed 
anxiety to do, but his companion complained 
of feeling tired and said he would return 
by the car. 

The two retraced therr steps ard were 
walking toward the pavilion in front of 
which the cars stop, when Ensley com- 
plained of oe in great pain and walked 
away from the little path toward a clump of 
pines. The two were near a steep bank, the 
descent to the tracks being 75 feet, when 
Ensley stepped back of Collins. A second 
later the hammer was brought into play. 

hen Night Watchman Busch reached the 
spot he found Collins lying flat on his face, 
groaning heavily, but unconscious. Blood 
was flowing from several wounds on the 
scalp, the left ear was nearly torn away, 
and the crimson fluid had stained the grass 
and even the lower leaves of trees where it 
had spurted. 

It was decided wiser to leave the man 
where he was until a doctor could be sum- 


him until the flow of blood should be 
stopped, so messengers were dispatched at 
once for Dr. Pittman at Kirkwood. 

Ensley after leaving his victim had run to 
the fence that skirts the Kirkwood track 
and then he passed the money to his con- 
federate. 

It was supposed both caught the car 
then pulling out‘for down town, and tele- 
phone messages were sent the St. Louis au- 
thorities to be on the lookout. 

But Ensley had another plan. He did not 
try to board the car. Instead he ran along 
the fence and darted down the hill leading 
to the river.

A warrant was issued Wednesday charg- 
ing Frank Eden, coachman for Mr. Eph- 
ram Catlin of 15 Vandeventer place, with 
assault with intent to kill. The cause of 
the warrant was what aroused the ultra 
fashionable residents of Vandeventer place 
at 2 o’clockg~Wednesday morning. 

There were many pistol shots and such 
staid old millionaires as Mr. Catlin left 
their beds in their gowns and Slippers to 
learn the cause of disturbance. 


Frank Eden is said to have been the most 
stylish flUunkey in Vandeventer. It is also 
said that recently his pride has driven him 
to drink, likewise to negro dances. 

Tuesday night he attended a pasamala and 
-returned at 2 o’clock in a maudlin condition. 

Michael J. Keily is the private watchman 
for Vandeventer place. Vie is the “‘swell- 
est” watchman in town. He not only wears 
the best of clothes but he wears diamonds 
and altogether he is in keeping with the 
district over which he is the night guardian. 

When Eden came home Kelly saw him. 
Eden saw Kelly and recognized him as tue 
man who reported him to Mr. Catlin for 
drunkenness on other occasions. 

Eden wanted to kill Kelly right there but 
Kelly persuaded him not to and Eden went 
to his room in the palatial stable. 

Kelly tollowead him upstairs to see that 
he got into his room all right. At the 
doorway Eden turned, and, as Kelly says, 
“pointed his nickel-plated smoke wagon in 
my face.’’ 

Everything about Kelly is aristocratic 
except his language. Kelly reasoned with 
— agen and Eden was persuaded not to 
shoot. 

Kelly started downstairs, but had not 
reached the head of the stairs when Eden 
began a fusillade of 38-caliber bullets. Kel- 
ly turned and was successful in dodging 
the five bullets Eden fired. 

‘I was just trying to wing you,” Eden 
said, “I didn’t want to kill you.” 

Kelly was dragging the coachman out of 
the building when the aristocratic neigh- 
bors flocked to the scene in airy attire. 

Mr. Catlin; assistéd by several of his mil- 
lionaire neighbors, held Edtn and his jag 
until a patrol wagon arrived, Eden was 
locked in the Sixth District Police Station 
and at 4 o’clock he was transferred to the 


Central Dtstrict, 


Kelly secured a warrant charging Eden 
with assault with intent to kill. 


BARTHQUAKES 


Great Damage at Tehuantepec—The Ca- 
thedral and Palace Said to 
Have Been Destroyed. 


MEXICO CITY, Mex., June 12.—EKarth- 
quakes at and near the town of Tehuante- 
pec, in the southern part of the country, 
continue and many people have left the 
place, including the correspondent of the 
Imparcial, a newspaper of this city, who 
wires that he could no longer safely remain. 
Several shocks have been felt in the city of 
Oaxaca. 

Tehuantepec is a city of 15,000 inhabitants. 
It is rumored that the fine old Cathedral 
and palace, both of: considerable historic 
value, have been totally destroyed. 

The Government is sending a commission 
to investigate the matter, as it is feared 
another volcano is springing up.

The St. Louisan Has Arrived at New 
‘York From Cuba. 


NEW YORK, June 16.—On board the 
Ward Line steamer Seguaranca, which ar- 
rived to-day from Havana, was Dr. F. R. 
Winn of St. Lou's, who has been for some 
time with the insurgent forces in Pinar del 
Rio, in the west end of Cuba. Winn suc- 
ceeded in crossing the trocha and reached 
Havan last Thursday and managed to elude 
the Spanish officials, finally getting on 
board the Seguaranca without molestation 
from the authorities. Dr. Winn is the bear- 
er of important dispatches to the Cuban 
Junta in this city. He is sangujne of the 
ultimate success of the insurgent cause, 
and says the Spanish are disheartened and 
weary of the fight. Their guerrillas have 
all been killed off by the Cuban sharpshoot- 
ers and the Spanish regulars do but very 


little fighting. 


TRUSTS IN CONTROL. 


They Are Dictating the Tariff to the 
Republican Senate.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 16.—The Su- 
gar Trust and all the big and little trusts 
have demonstrated their absolute control 
over the Republican Senate. As drawn by 
the trust the sugar schedule was agreed to 
by the Senate; and the Pettigrew anti-trust 
amendment, which threatened to curtail 
trust activity, and lessen trust profits, was 
promply laid on the able.

JAPAN FILES A PROTEST 


Chinese Forbidden to Enter the Islands 
or to Come From Them to the 
United States. 


, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 14.—The 
three Hawalian commissioners, Secretary 
Sherman and Assistant Secretaries Day and 
Cridler, assembled in conference In the dip- 
lomatic room of the State Department at 
9 o'clock this morning and began a careful 
comparison of the text of the Hawaiian 
treaty. 

The Hawalian annexation treaty was 
signed at 9:20 o’clock this morning at the 
State Department by Secretary Sherman 
for the United States and Messrs. Hatch, 
Thurston and Kinmey for Hawaill. 

The treaty provides that the Government 

of the Hawalian Islands cede to the United 
States absolutely and forever all rights of 
sovereignty in and over the Hawalian ts- 
lands and its dependencies and that these 
islands shall become’‘an Integral part of the 
territory of the United States. The Gov- 
ernment of Hawaii also cedes to the United 
States all public lands, public buildings and 
public property of every description. Con- 
gress shall enact special laws to govern the 
disposition of the lands in the Hawatian 
Islands. All the revenue from these lands 
shall be used solely for the benefit of the 
inhabitants of the Hawalian Islands for 
educational and other public purposes. The 
Hawalian Islands shall b: admitted into the 
Union as a territory of the United States, 
local laws to be passed by a local Legisia- 
ture, byut‘subject to the approval of the 
President. Until Congress shall apply the 
laws of the United States to the Islands the 
present laws of Hawaii are to govern the 
islands. 
The present treaties and laws governing 
Hawall’s commercial relations with foreign 
nations shall remain in foros until Congress 
shall take action. Further immigration of 
Chinese laborers is prohibited pending con- 
gressional action and the entry of Chinese 
from Hawall into the United States libewlse 
is prohibited. The United States assumes 
the public debt of Hawaii but with a stipu- 
lation that this lability shall not exceed $4,- 
000,000. The treaty before it becomes effec- 
tive shall be ratified by the proper authori- 
ties of the United States and of Hawaii, 
No mention is made of any gratuity to 
Liliuokalani or Kalulani. 

The Japanes: Government has filed a pro- 
test against the Hawalian treaty on the 
ground that it promises to lead to a breach 
of treaty stipulations between Japan and 
Iiawail. 


Of the persons who stood in the room to- 
day three were present when the original 
treaty was signed, something over four 
years ago, namely Special Commissioner 
Lorrin A. Thurston and Assistant Secre- 
taries Adee and Cridler. The first named, 
perhaps, took a more sincere personal pleas- 
ure in the ceremony of this morning than 
any of the others, because of the stirring 
events of the last four years in which he 
was so directly concerned. 

It is a very unusual thing for a treaty 

of such importance to be signed early in 
the morning, but in this case it was desired 
that the convention be made ready early 
in order that it might be submitted to the 
Senate on the day of its signature, 
The document itself had been prepared care. 
fully over night, In fact, it was practically 
completed at the close of official hours yes- 
terday, but it was necessary to make @& 
close comparison, and the Président wished 
another opportunity to go over the docu- 
ment. Therefore before 9 o'clock the pert~ 
sons concerned in the preparation of the 
treaty were at the State Department. For 
the United States there was Secretary Sher 
man, Assistant Secretaries Day, Adee and 
Cridler, Private Secretary Babcock and As 
sistant Private Secretary Gaytree, On the 
Hawaiian side were Minister Hatch, 
A. Thurston. and W. A. Kinney, all for 
this particular occasion accredited «48 
specia] commissioners duly empowered to 
negotiate a treaty of annexation. 


After the formal greetings the ereden- 
tials of the plentpotentiaries were scanned 
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ready for the signatures. The Hawalian 
representatives had brought with them a 
gold pen In a plain holder and at their: re- 
quest this was used for all of the signa- 
tures. 

Secretary Sherman signed first the copy 
fntended to be held bere, while Minister 
Hatch signed first the Hawalian copy of 
the treaty, his fellow commissioners com- 
ing next in order, Mr..Thurston first, fol- 
lowed by Mr. Kinney. The treaties were 
sealed by Assistant Secretary Cridler with 
@ private seal carried.on his watch chain, 
the copies were handed to their respective 
custodians and the treaty was made as far 
as the executive branch of the Government 
could effect it. There was a general ex- 
change of congratulations between the par- 
thes to the ceremony and after a photograph 
had peen taken of the commissioners the 
ceremony was ended. 


Minister Hoshi of Japan declined to be 
seen to-day about Japan’s protest and -Sec- 
retary Mutsu refused to discuss the matter 
in any Way, but it js learned tha the Jap- 
anese protest was made in person to the 
State Department yésterday afternoon by 
Minister Hoshi... The news of the protest 
Was a great surprise to the Hawali Lega- 
tion and as-soon as intelligence of it was 
obtained Minister Hatch started out to 
learn the particulars. The essential point as 
to the protest, it is said at the Hawalian 
Legation is, whether the protest is against 
the annexation of Hawaii or is merely a 
protest reserving to Japan all ‘her rights un- 
der the existing treaty with Hawaii. It is 
believed that it is thé latter. 

The Japanese treaty with Hawaii was 
made in 1871, and provides that natives or 
citizens of one country shall have the unin- 
terrupted right to enter into, reside and 

ade in the other country and also shall 
mot all the rights and privileges enjoyed 
by the people of any other country under 
treaty stipulations with Japan. Japan un- 
der the treaty consequently has a perfect 
right to have her immigrants enter the 
Hawalian Islands. Under international law

He is not a candidate for the 
place. 

Senator Platt of New York is authority 
for the statement that Woodford would not 
accept if appointed. That is problematical. 
John J. McCook is ‘said to be the man if a 
New Yorker is selected. 

President McKinley was in conference for 
some time to-day with Cuban Commissioner 
Calhoun, It is not likely that anything will 
be done in the Cuban matter for some time. 
The President does not want anything done 


until the Minister to Spain is appointed and 
has reached Madrid.

MR. BRYAN IN VIRGINIA.

Charles Feiter, the baker at the Meramec 
a ge Inn, thus describes the assault: 

“I was lying half asleep under a pine tre 
when I heard a groan and turning saw two 
inen, one directly.behind the other. 

“Phe one in the rear was plying a ham- 
mer vigorously, and’ was raining blows up- 
on the other, who féll to the ground after 
the second blow. : 

“It Was all over in a second it seems to mé, 
and the man threw the weapon away. I 
saw him run up to the fence and meet an- 
other man there. I thought they both 
jumped over a fence and got on a car.”’ 

The authorities at Clayton were notified 
and told the Inn people to hold the pris- 
oner and they would come for him. 

At midnight Dr. Pittman arrived at the 
Highlands from Kirkwood. He found ten 
cuts. and bruises on the head of the 
wounded man, who soon after the physi- 
cian’s arrival recovered consciousness. 

Dr. Pittman dressed the wounds tempor- 
arily and decided to remove the patient to 
Kirkwood. He was taken there in a car- 
riage and placed in the North Side Inn. 

At 2 o’clock Wednesday morning two dep- 
uty sheriffs drove over from Clayton and, 
learning that Collins had been removed, 
they delayed their departure until daybreak, 
wishing to have the wounded man identify 
the prisoner if possible. 

While they waited. the grounds weré 
searched for the weapon with which fhe 
austault was committed. Near the spot, 
where Collins fel] there was found a ham 
mer which had béen  tossed* into, some 
bushes, This hammer was new; there was 
not even a fleck of Girt on’the handle, but 
the point was covered with blood. The 
word point deseribes the implement, for it 
is not an ordinary hammer, but one meant 
for gtcel workers and of the kind commonly 
known.as “punch hammers”. and used to 
perforate steel by being placed on the metal 
while an assistant drives it home with a 
sledge. 

A search was also made for any money 
which might have been thrown away by 
the robbers in their fiight, but none was, 
found. 

Ensley’s pockets were turned inside aut 
and $600 was discovered. It was believed 
this was part of the plunder, but subse- 
quent developments proved such not to be 
the case. 


At daybreak Ensley was driven over to 
Kirkwood, and it was broad daylight when 
the Pho mcagee was taken to the room on t 
thir 
face to face with the wounded man, 
was tossing on the bed. Dr. Pittman 
standing near by, after having dressed the 
wounds a second time.

The prisoner looked down, muttered some- 
thing about having been assaulted as well 
and was.jed.away. He was then driven over 
to Clayton. , 

In spite of his wounds Mr. Collins was 
able to speak to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
when the latter was shown to his room 
Wednesday morning. Dr. Pittman was 
sewing up the cuts that he had been unable 
to treat earlier in’ the morning and the 
wounds Were exposed. 

Collins is a handsome man, about 38 years 
old, weafs a Van Dyke beard of reddish 
brown and his hair, until clipped away by 
the surgeon's shears, was brown and 
curly. He has a high forehead, an aquiline 
nose and gray eyes: 

“Ensley asked me to visit the parks with 
him last night,’’ said Collins, ‘and we went 
out to Meramec Highlands. I did not care 
to walk about the grounds, but he insisted. 
Suddenly when near the pavilion he stepped 
behind me. Then I thought I had stepped 
on an electric wire. I remember nothing 
more.”’ 

Mr. Collins told the Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the $600 found in Ensley’s pock- 
ets undoubtedly belonged to ‘the latter, as 
Ensley had that much about him when they 
left the hotel. 

While the reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
was at the hotel, a man arrived from the 
Fair Grounds and inquired for Mr. Collins, 
He said he was Collins’ trainer and told the 
story of Collins having horses at the track, 
This man refused to give the name under 
which Collins makes his entries. 

Dr. Pittman says the wounds on Collins’ 
head will not prove fatal unless blood poli- 
soning follows. 


Ensley was brought to the Clayton Jail 
about 7 o’clock by Deputy Sheriff Henry 
He was labor'ng under great ex- 
citement, but was thoroughly tractable. 
He had the appearance of a man suffering 
the after effects of a tremendous spree. 
His large gray eyes were heavy and sod- 
den and his face was flushed. But he was 
quiet and answered briefly the few ques- 
tions of Sheriff Kerth. " 

Ensley looked to be about 28 or 30 years 
old. He had on a brown tweed sack suit, 
in good condition, but dugt stained, tan 
shoes, nearly new, but showifig the effect 
of a night tramp in the country, and a 
straw hat with a bla band and broad, 
flat rim. His hair dis rewn, fashionably 
cut, and his face, which has a refined caSt, 
is smooth shaven. Heiis rather tall, but of 
Slender build. . 

His general appearante when brought in 
was that of a well bred young man who had 
had a bad night. His trousers were torn 
in front, the result, he told the Sheriff, of 
getting hastily through a barb-wire fence. 

he Sheriff took from his person $569, 
mostly in $20 bills, and the usual belongings 
of a man of his class—pocket knife, bunch 
of keys, personal letters and memoranda 
and a Southern Hotel key to room 269, where 
he said he had his lodgings. 

Ensley was locked up to await the arrival 
of Prosecuting Attorney F, “A, ,Heidorn, 
ending which Sheriff Kerth refused to al- 
ow him to communicate with anybody. 

It was nearly 10 o’clock before the prose- 
cuting attorney appeared. After consulta- 
tion between him and the sheriff, Ensley 
was brought out of the jail, and for nearly 
an hour told his story to the prosecuting at- 
torney and the sheriff in the office of the 
former. 

In the crowd which had assembled to see 
him, Ensley detected the face of an old 
acquaintafice, formerly of Memphis, who 
had known him for years. He seemed great- 
ly please 1 and extended his hands. But he 
was weary, and walked behind the sheriff 
rather laboriously. He was also very ner- 
vous, and his delicate white fingers twitched 
and clutched at his soiled collar. 

With the exception of the acquaintance 
referred to, he looked at no-one. 

e bowed to the Prosecuting Attorney, 
with a well-bred air, and answered all ques. 
tions promptly, and with quiet dignity, bu: 
occasionally he would get rattled owing to 
«xtreme nervousness. 

The story he told the prosecuting officers 
was substantially as follows: 

“My name is Martin Ensley. I am 2 
years old. Iam a native of Memphis, where 
some of my family now live. My father is 
dead. I do not care to mention his name 
just now. I have a sister in New York 
with whom I have corresponded recently. 
I do not care to say who she is just now. 
Of the money found on my person I won 
$200 last Saturday in Bennett’s book at the 
ni Grounds and $160 in Julius Hardt’s 

ook. 

“I came here two weeks ago from Mem- 
his with $30 and went to the Southern 

otel. My business hae been of late racing 
and betting on races. I have lost and won, 
I have lost $2,000 in two weeks, but have 
made enough more than that to have this 
money in my possession, I had until a day 
or two ago $325 in a St. Louis National bank 
certificate of deposit and $200 in the safe 
at the Southern Hotel. 

“For the past two or three days Mr. Col- 
lins, a Mr. Guthrie of Lexington, Ky., and I 
have been together a great deal. We have 
been at Forest Park and Forest Park High- 
lands, and @uring the recent hot days have 
taken many street car rides. Tuesday night 
Guthrie was not with us, but Mr. Collins 
proposed about 8:15 in the evening that we 
ride out to Meramec Highlands. We rode 
out there. 

“It took about an hour and a half by 
electric car. We went to the hotel there, 
had some cool drinks, talked a little while 
with some people there about the weather, 
the ride out, the beauties of the place and 
our surprise at finding such a resort so f 
from town. here were several people 
there. Among them I remember a young 
man, about 2; years old, and “an elderiy 
man, probably #0. I cannot say they were 
together, but they all joined in the con- 
versation.

He and his 
family spent much of their time in Europe 
and he kept up several handsome homes, en- 
tertaining at each in almost regal style. He 
had two children, Martin, who is about 32, 
and Lady, a year or two younger. For the 
iatter, he named the Lady Ensley mine, one 
of the largest in Alabama. She was thrown 
from a drag and kille@ near Nashville 
about ten years ago. 

Martin occupied much the same position 
in the social circles of Memphis, Nashville, 
Birmingham and other Southern cities dur- 
ing his father’s lHfe that the young men of 
the house of Astor occupy in New York. 
Tall, strong and handsome, and presumably 
heir to several millions, he was esteemed 
as Fortune's first favorite. Nine years ago 
he and another young man nearly as promi- 
nem disgraced themselves in emp hin by 
getting drunk and =insulting reputable 
women in a ldnely house. They were ar- 
rested and hauled to the calaboose, and 
the affair made a great sensation. Ensley’s 
companion jumped his bond and went to 
Europe to avoid a trial, as it was pretty 
certain that he would get a work-house 
sentence. 

Young Ensley stood his tridl. He confessed 
his fault, said he was drunk and was sorry 
of it, and the manly way in which he de- 
ported himself caused a slight revulsion of 
public feeling in his favor. He was fined 
several hundred dollars, but got out of 
serving time in the work-house, as his com- 
panion was believed to have led him into 
trouble. 

He kept out of society for a year or two, 
then re-entered it, and was married to 
Bettye Seiden, daughter of M. L. Selden, a 
wealthy Memphis man. Miss Selden was re- 
garded as the hands¢mest woman in a State 
noted for the beauty of its daughters, and, 
as Martin Ensley was esteemed as the best 
Bee ll in that section of the South, the 
wedding was an incident of importance. The 
fact that Col. Ensley had taken a second 
wife, and that she bore him a child, did not 
detract materially from Martin's prospecis, 
as his father was supposed to have enough 
to make several heirs rich, as riches are 
estimated fn the uth.

and kept just in advance of the fashions. 
He drove a tandem during the racing sea- 
son, and in 1893 rode Bertha to victory in 
a gentleman’s race at Montgomery Park. 

A few months later Col. Ensley died, and 
it developed that his estate was encum- 
bered so heavily that it was doubtful if 
anything would be saved. There was much 
litigation and charges were made in a chan- 
cery bill that Martin had sequestrated Ger- 
tain stocks. 

About two years ago Southern society 
was startled by the announcement that 
Martir Ensley’s wife was suing him for 
divorce on the ground of non-support. She 
charged that her father had to care for 
her and the baby, and support Martin also. 
She got her decree, and is now nearly as 
much of a belle as she was before her mar- 
riage. 

Since the divorce Martin has divided his 
time between Memphis, Nashville, Birming- 
ham and other cities where his father had 
interests. 


INDIA’S EARTHQUAKE. 


Great Loss of Life and Property Is Re- 
ported.

Though 
I have only seen him occasionally during 
the past three months I can note some gain 
in his health. 

“According to the diagnosis made by Dr. 
Glasgow he is suffering from what the phy- 
sicians call in English ‘a grip lung,’ and the 
doctor says he will get well if no other 
complications arise.’’ 

Inquiries concerning the condition of Mr. 
Clark coming into St. Louis from New 
York, , and from all along the Union 
Pacific line. The road officials appear to be 
contemplating some sort of change, and the 
name of Oliver W. Mink is on every tongue 
in connection with the presidency. The in- 
formation comes from Boston that Mr. 
Clark may soon feel compelled to resign 
because of his prolonged {ll health, but his 
family and friends in St. Louis are ap- 
parently confident he will recover. himself 
and resume his duties. 

Mr. Clark is now a trifle over 60 years 
of age. His tall and commanding figure 
has been familiar throughout the West for 
thirty years, and no man has achieved so 
weer success and performed such peculiar 
tasks. 

There are five receivers of the Union Pa- 
cific road—E. E. Anderson, J. W. Doane, 
F. R. Coudert, S. H. H. Clark and Oliver 
W. Mink, with Mr. Clark as President of 
the road. Most of the work has falien 
naturalfy* upon the president, who knows 
more about the road and.its affairs than 


any living man, 

It is known, also, that Mr. Clark was 
the confidential friend and adviser of the 
late Jay Gould, who leaned upon him with 
absuvlute confidence in every emergency. 
Mr. Gould never made an important move 
in the conduct of ‘his great railway prop- 
erties until he had consulted Mr. Clark. 
He found Clark fm the Union >Pacific employ 
just after the war. The future big ralil- 
roader had come o: from the ranks, having 
served in all the humbler positions, from 
track-walker and gravel train conductor to 
headquarters, 

In 1867 he was installed as superintendent, 
He knew by name or face every man on the 
road. He was reticent to taciturnity on all 
questions concerning the affairs of his 
company and at the same time one of the 
most cordial, pleasant and patient of gen- 
tlemen. Such is the man Jay Gould se- 
lected as his adviser and friend, and to the 
hour of Gould’s death the relationship was 
unchanged except to grow stronger and 
more substantlal. 

In 18868 Mr. Clark was given the manage- 
ment of the Missouri Pacific system as the 
vice president of the road, and six con- 
tinuous and perilous years he did more 
work and had more cares and ré@sponsibili- 
ties that any railroad manager in this 
country. As vice president of the Union 
Pacific, the Missouri Pacific, ttte Central 
Pacific, the International and Great North- 
ern and the Rio Grande, the duty of actively 
managing all these roads at ono: fell to him 
and the greatest feat in American railroad- 
ing is his success under the most trying cir- 
cumstances. 

But the Union Pacific at last required all 
his att@ntion and in 1892 he stepped out 
from his Southwestern burdens to become 
the head of that road. It finally passed 
into the hands of a receiver, but he not 
only was asked to retain the presidency 
and the active management, but was ap- 
pointed one of the receivers. 

Mr. Clark has a splend!d home in this 
city. Of late years, however, he has been 
mbar a stranger to it, as he and Mrs. 

lark lived for the most part in Omaha, 
the headquarters of his road. He has a 
circle of acquaintances in St. Louis that 
{s large, though he is never seen at any of 
the social functions or the clubs or at any 
of the mercantile gatherings unless called 
there by railroad buSiness. 

Callers at the Clark home on Pine street 
are not received just now, as the condition 
of Mr. Clark requires complete rest. A 
very intimate friend finds admission now 
and then, but the attending physician pre- 
fers that his patient should be undisturbed,

POLICE SALARIES TO BE TRIMMED 
25 PER CENT. 


ORDINANCE IN PREPARATION. 


Force Will Be Augmented to 1,000 
—Men Will Receive $60 a Month 
and Work Eight Hours. 


The Police Department is to be reorgan- 
ized. It will be done by the Municipal As- 
sembly. Salaries will be cut all around. The 
force of patrolmen will be increased to 1,009. 
The eight-hour system is to be put into ef- 
fect. 

For several weeks several members of the 
Upper House of the Assembly have been 
considering the police situation. They agreed 
without argument that the force is now too 
small. How to increase it was the ques- 
tion. Comptroller Sturgeon told them, as 
he had repeatedly told the members of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, that there 
was no money to employ more men. 

After a great deal of talk it was agreed 


that the only way in which the force could 
be increased would be by reducing salaries, 

One of the Councilmen was charged with 
the task of preparing a new echedule of 
salaries. He is now at work. As soon as 
his task is completed an ordinance will 
be introduced, providing for the reorganiza- 
tion scheme. 

It is not probable that the district lines 
will be changed, Salaries will be cut to 
the quick aljl along the line. It is doubtful 
if the Chiefs of Police and Detectives will 
escape the fate of the patrolmen, but the 
greatest reduction will be made in the 
ranks. Policemen now receive $83.33 a 
month. They will be reduced to $60 and 
possibly to $60. 

The detectives and sergeants now receive 
$100. They will be reduced to $90 and may 
be to $8). Ten or $20 will be chopped off of 
the $10 which the captains now receive. 

The force now consists of 685 
men. The intention is to bring it 
up to 1,000. It is believed this can be done 
— increasing the total expense appre- 
ciaDly, 

The force will then be divided Into three 
shifts of eight hours each. The beats will 
be enlarged, as the Councilmen think a pa- 
trolman who has only eight hours to work 
will be enabled to get over more ground. 

The Councilmen who are in the reorgani- 
zation scheme admit it with the greatest 
reluctance, One of the prime movers in the 
matter was questioned before Tuesday’s 
Council meeting. 

“Don't for the world use my name,” he 
pleaded, looking around furtively to see if 
anybody was within earshot. ‘Yes, it is 
true we are considering the reorganization 
of the department. I am figuring out what 
reductions will be necessary tm order to al- 
low jncreasing the force to 1,000, and I 
will probably introduce the pill next week, 
but if my name was published now I would 
have every policeman in town on my back 
before noon to‘morrow. 

‘Of course, there will be a great howl. 
You never heard of a man quietly accepting 
a reduction of salary, but there are.thou- 
sands of men who would gladly do the po- 
liceman's work for $2 a day, and just as 
good men as are now on the force. Most of 
the patrolmen have jumped from $1.50 a day 
jobs into $1,000 a year places on the police 
force. 

“On the other hand, I think they are 
worked too hard to get the best results. 
A man cannot walk a beat of twelve hours 
without becoming so tired and drowsy that 
his Vigilance is relaxed. 

“Two men working elght hours, we be- 
lieve, could cover as much ground as three 
twelve-hour men, and do it better. 

“There is no getting aroifnd the fact that 
the police force has not kept pace with the 
expansion of the city. The result has been 
an increase of crime, The force must be 
enlarged. It cannot be done without re- 
ducing salaries. 

“I suppose the cry-will be raised that the 
Republican Assembly is cutting the police 
force salaries because the police fore: is 
Democratic, but we can’t help that. It has 
to come out sooner or later and it may as 
well be published now. That will enable 
us to see how the public takes it.” 

A month ago Mr. Uthoff tntroduced an 
ordinance providing for an increase of 100 
patrolmen, eight sergeants and one captain 
without any change in salaries. It was, 
however, at the request of the Police Moard 
and it does not necessarily follow that Mr. 
Uthoff is in favor of the bill. 

Gen. James M. Lizwis, Police Commission- 
er, says: 

“I hope the Uthoff bill providing for an in- 
crease in the police force of St. Louls will 
pass. have not s°en the bill now pro- 
posed. Manifestly, we need more men. eo 
orce has not been Increased in many years, 
and certain sections of tne city, particularly 
the western and southern, are suffering for 
the want of police protection. 

“I see no objection to the reduction of 
the salary feature. The probationary pa- 
trolmen now get only $60 a month during the 
first year. As to the eight-hour sugges- 
tion, Chief Harrigan would know more 
about that. 

“But we must have more men, and hence 
I favor Mr. Uthoff’s bill, providing for 100 
additional men, 6 Sergeants and 1 Captain,” 

Police Commissioner Bannerman said: “I 
have seen no Assembly bill on the subject, 
but I want an increase of the force. hat 
matter was suggested by Mr. Ziegenhein at 
the first meeting of the board that he at- 
tended, and it has my approval. 

“TI am not in favor of any reduction in 
salaries. We require our policeman to be 
clean and neat. Nearly all of them have 
families, and with the many household 
necessaries they have to meet, $1,000 a year 
is little enough. An officer worth less than 
that should not be allowed on the force. 

“The city has sufficient money to grant 
the increase of numbers. We have been 
carrying more men than we should because 
they are a necessity. We are allowed 685 
patrolmen, when, in fact, the town is not 
properly patrolled by the 725 or less we con- 
tinually carry. The board has just finished 
laying off elgity men for ten days in order 
to get within our appropriation, and last 

ear we laid off over 100 men for fifteen 
ays. It is al' wrong. 

The force should be increased at the 
earliest moment, but it should not be done 
by any decrease in the pay of patrolmen.”

This affidavit makes it to appear that 
Loomis, and Nay had a regular schedule 
of prices.

ZIEGENHEIN’S SINKING FUND. 

Mayor Ziegenhein will find no authority 
in the Charter of St. Louis for the crea- 
tion of a sinking fund by taxation for the. 
purpose of providing means for the com- 
pletion of work on the City Hall or grabs 
of like character under the name of ‘‘pub- 
lic improvements.” The legal sinking 
fund can only be maintained for the pur- 
pose of debt cancellation by the purchase 
of municipal bonds, and by fixed sources 
of municipal income. 

But Mayor Ziegénhein has a well oh 
lished reputation for lawlessness, and if 
he and Filley are to dominate St. Louis 
during the four years of Ziegenhein’s 
term the courts will afford the only hope 
of protection of tax-payers and their 
property from virtual confiscation. 

The expenditure of money designed for 
public work in the payment of salaries 
for ward heelers and strikers who neither 
toil nor spin, will of course make it neces- 
sary to rob the building fund and other 
funds by diversion of appropriations to 
keep up an appearance of work in the 
departments. The creation of a sinking 
fund to raise money to complete the 
City Hall and inaugurate work on the 
new City Hospital and other necessary 
public buildings, will be not only to fur- 
nish graft but to cover deficits. 

The Post-Dispatch has already said 
that, sooner or later, it will be necessary 
to enjoin this administration from law- 
less courses against the’ public interest 
and welfare. _ The provocation is coming

THE VICE-PRESIDENT’S SLAVES. 
A special committee of the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature has been investigating 
the conditions of living of the miners in 
the great anthracite coal region of that 
State. The committee report, just made, 
shows @ depth’ of poverty and degrada- 
tion of a great laboring class which no 
one a few years ago would have believed 
possible in this country. 

The majority of the miners are work- 
ing at an average wage of four dollars per 
week. Nearlyall of them have families 
to support. But to make their condi- 
tion more distressing the wage is rarely 
paid in money, the company store and 
company tenement absorbing all of it 
and more, and keeping the wretched la- 
borers in constant debt to their employ- 
ers, 

The committee recommends a law abol- 
ishing the Truck store, and compelling 
semi-monthly payment of wages in cash, 
It must be remembered, however, that the 
anthracite mines are owned by a Trust, 
of which Vice-President Hobart, and J. 
Pierpont Morgan are conspicuous mem- 
bers. It Is doubtful if such a. bill can pass 
the Pennsylvania Legislature, but it is 
not doubtful, unless the Ethiopian has 
changed his skin and the leopard his 
Spots, that the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court would declare such a law unconsti- 
tutional. 

It will add to-+the burden of the anthra- 
cite consumer, when he pays the extor- 
tionate rates charged by the Trust, to 
have in his mind's eye this official picture 
of the miséry of the Slaves of the mines. 


STATES AND CONTRACTS. 

The Indiana Supreme Court, in declar- 
ing the constitutionality of the three-cent 
fare bill, meets in advance the contention 
which is to be made before the Supreme 
Court of the United States that the State, 
having no constitutional power to impair 
the obligation of contracts, could not dis- 
turb the five-cent charters under which 
the Indianapolis companies were operat- 
ing. In announcing its decision the court 
Bays: 

If it is the contract under which the

Senator Pettigrew’s anti-Trust amend- 
ment:to the tariff bill, which would have 
placed on the free list all*goods cornered 
by a Trust in this country, had enough 


Republican votes to carry it, if all the 


Democrats in the Senate had voted with 
their party. Theh—as always happens 
under such. eircumstances—the Trusts 
showed that they have their janizaries on 
the Democratic side as well as on the 
‘Republican side of the Senate. They 
trotted out Morgan of Alabama, and Mc- 
Enery of Louisiana. These were just 
enough to defeat the amendment... If 
the Trusts had needed more, they would 
have trotted out more.

LABOR AND SUGAR. 
When the outrageous ‘differential’ tn 
favor of the Sugar Trust was assailed by 
Senators Vest, Jones and Tillman, Sena. 
tor Allison, who is in ‘charge of the bill, 
sat silent and confused, The only spokes- 
man for the Trust was. Senator Hoar of 
Massachusetts, and his: excuse for the 
$43,000,000 voted to the Trust was that it 
would aid in building up tHe now infant 
beet sugar industry. 
The beet sugar industry flourishes 
chiefly in California, and what it means 
to American labor can be seen from the 
recent report of State flabor Commis- 
sioner Fitzgerald of California. He finds 
that between 95 and 98 per cent of the 
labor in the Californian beet fields is 
Japanese and Chinese. He shows that 
this is worse than Hawali. In the cane 
fields of Hawaii there is over 14 per cent 
of white labor. In California there is 
less than 5 per cent. -The Japanese in 
California expect in a year or two to 
monopolize the entire beet-raising in- 
dustry. 
So it is for the benefit of rapacious 
“natriots’ who, in their eagerness for 
quickly-gotten riches import Chinese and 
Japanese cheap labor and substitute it 
for the labor of American workingmen, 
that a subsidy of $43,000,000 is voted to the 
Sugar Trust, already swollen with riches 
taken from the people and bestowed 
upon it by law. 

Of course the excuse was a dishonest 
one. The “differential” is given the Sugar 
Trust in redemption of campaign pledges 
and as an inducement to future subscrip- 
tions to Hanna’s corruption fund. But 
even as an excuse, it is made ridiculous 
by these figures.

THE SLATER BANK WRECKS. 
Judge Sloan of Johnson County, Mo., 
the referee in the Slater Bank cases, has 
decided that the Directors of the two 
banks which failed at Slater over two 
years ago are liable to depositors. He 
has passed upon fifteen cases, and ren- 
dered the same decision in all of them. 
This is a just decision, however much of 
injustice jt may seem to involve from the 
standpoint of some of the men injuriously 
affected by it. It was upon the reputa- 
tions of these men that the business of 
the two banks was built. It was the 
confidence of the people in their integrity, 
and not only their integrity but their 
vigilance in discharging a great trust, 
which gave the Cashiers of the two banks 
their opportunities. One of these Cash- 
iers was a stranger ip the community. 
The other was without large financial re- 
sponsibflity. 
An investigation showed the banks to 
have been practically under the control 
of the man who came to Slater ,with 
neither credit nor cash. Not only did he 
loan money when and to whom he 
pleased, but he borrowed in the bank's 
hame when and where he could get ac- 
commodation from other banks, putting 
up as collateral the stocks‘constituting 
the reserve funds of the institution he 
was looting. Thus the depositors were 
left. without any other recourse than pro- 
ceedings against the Directors who had 
permitted such a betrayal of their trust. 
Bank directors must direct. We are 
coming more and more to that determina- 
tion the more the people suffer from such 
bank wrecks as that at Slater. The fact 
that the Caghier who did not confess his 
guilt has not been convicted, only empha- 
sizes the necessity of holding bank Di- 
rectors to the obligation they assume. 
Vigilance at Slater would have pre- 
vented both guilt and loss. And there 
would have been no occasion for either 
confession or the trial in court which has 
just resulted in a just decision by an hon- 
est and fearless judge.

| THE PASSING OF CONGRESS. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It was the glory of our early Government 
that our liberties and interests were in the 
hands of the people; that the people sqject- 
ed specially qualified fellow-citizens to rep- 
resent them in these matters, and this body 
of men we were pleased to designate Con- 
gress. 

This body, we have flattered ourselves, 
had more combined wisdom than any other 
body on earth. Did they not represent a 
free and independent people—a people 
whose advancement seemed to know no 
bounds? Does not freedom offer ta the 
citizen all the pogsibilitie@? Is there not a 
stimulant about this freedom that must 
give great results? Have not the results 
been open to the view of the whole world? 

Now, the ability of this select body of a 
select people, our Congress, to meet the is- 
eues presented, we are pained to observe, 
is called into question. Have you not been 
noticing a growing purpose to have com- 
missions appointed—a commission on reév- 
enue (tariff), a commissjon on currency, 
and let me add another, a commission on 
appropriations, so as to give almost entire 
relief and render the meetings of «Con- 
gress oftener than every decade unneces- 
sary, if at all? This idea of commissions 
has some foothold in Congress itself, 
though its main strength is among the peo- 
ple and heads of departments. 

To give good results an idea. must be 
practical. It is always easier to tear down 
than to build up. Is this f@ea of relegating 
government to commissions a_ practical 
idea? The reason why Congress is incom- 
petent is becauece it is lacking in patriot- 
ism. W'th foreign questions up for discus- 
sion patriotism seems to fairly boil over, 
but home questions are treated very selif- 
ihly. Each section seems to view ques- 
tions as they affect its own prosperity, and 
against any other section that would inter- 
fere with that result, even going so.far aa 
to subordinate the other section to its own 
greed. The day for a patriotism that cov- 
ers our every acre seems to have passed, 

Now, can a body thus handicapped se- 
lect a commission that would reach re- 
sults any more patriotic or sathsfactory 
than the body itself? Would not the very 
small number eomposing sych commission 
necessarily insure partisan or sectional re- 
sults? Would. not the protected interests, 
the beneficiaries of class legislation, agi- 
tate, approve and hail with joy the refer- 
ence of all questions to a commission? Are 
the findings of such commission to be re- 
viewed by Congress? If so, what is gained? 
Why humiliate Congress by intimating that 
suggestion is what it needs? If such find- 
ings are final, what patriot would consent 
to such reference of such questions? 

I think our Lower House unreasonably 
large and unwieldy and would favor a dif- 
ferent ratio of representation, but we are 
met on the’ threshold by the same old 
question—selfish interests. 

Let us affect to hope that these sugges- 
tions of commissions do not mean the pass- 
ing of Congress and that the passing of 
Congress does not mean the passing of 
Government. 

I have said enough probably to induce 
thought and discussion of this question 
by the people.

FILED A DAY LATE. 


Legal Question About the Illinois 
Building and Loan Bill, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIil., June 16.—As soon as 
the “building and loan association bill,” 
Senate bill 369, came into the hands of Gov. 
Tanner to-day it was filed in the office of 
the Secretary of State without executive ac. 
tion. Its fate is problematical. If the courts 
shall construe that Sundays do not count 
in the ten days’ limitation allowed the Gov- 
ernor for the consideration of bills, then it 
is a law. If the view, hastily considered 
And informally expressed by the Attorney 
General, is correct, that the ten days should 
include Sunday in the count, then the bill 
is killed by the carelessness of legislative 
employes. 

Some of the provisions of the bill are of 
ge consequence to the persons interested 
n the management and success of building 
and loan associations, and as long as there 
shall be doubt whether the bill is a law 
their interests may suffer. One of the 
most important provisions of the bill makes 
the Auditor of public accounts ex-officio 
custodian of the bonds of all officers of 
building and loan associations who handle 
money belonging to such associations. An- 
other section authorizes the auditor to ap. 
point a custodian for an association when. 
ever it shall appear to him that the assets 
are impaired to a certain extent, or when 
its affairs are conducted in a fraudulent or 
illegal manner. 


SHOT TWO SOLDIERS. 


A Telegraph Operator Who Was At- 
tacked by a Squad. 


CHEYENNE, Wryo., June 16.—Charles 
Erswell, a well-known telegraph operator, 
when riding home on his bicycle late last 
night, was attacked by a party of ten or 
twelve soldiers from Fort Russell, After he 
had been knocked from his wheel, Erswell 
shot one of the soldiers. He then managed 
to get inside his house, which the soldiers 
immediately bombarded with rocks and

‘‘Denver Ed” Smith Ambitious to Mix 
With the Top-Notchers. 


“T never was much of a hand at fighting 
in the newspapers, but I will fight any man 
in the world, bar none.” 

This is the declaration made by ‘‘Denver 


Ed” Smith, one of the top-notchera among 
pugilists, whom Tom Allen and many people 
believe can eat up and = out Sharkey 
or Maher or whip either Corbett or Fitz- 
simmons, Goddard or any of the other upper 
lights of the heavyweight class. . Smith is 
a big, stout fellow, with all his front veeth 
missing as a memento of one of his fights. 
He doesn’t look much out of condition, and 
would probably find it easy to get down to 
fighting trim. 

Whatever his ring tactics may be he isa 
pugilist of the Tom Allen, John L. and old- 
time school when it comes to his conversa- 
tion, and he doesn’t use the limpid English 
of ‘‘Gentleman Jim.” 

He refers to other prize fighters as ‘‘guys,’ 
“‘stiffs,”’ ‘“‘blokes’’ and ‘“‘dead uns,”’ and his 
sentences would have to be quarantined 
and disinfected before they would pass in 
public society. Smith came from Piltsburg, 
and in a week he will go to California via 
Hot Springs, accompanied by his brother, 
Pattie, a lightweight pugilist, who also 
aims high. 

‘I am matched to fight Jeffreys, who 
trained Corbett for his Fitzsimmons fight. 
It will take place in Octuber before the 
Olympic Club of San Francisco for a purse 
of $3,000. I'll fight any man in the world 
for all of the purse, and my brother Pattie 
will fight any lightweight in the world bar 
Kid Lavigne. He has good backing and 
will’ be staked for any amount by Bill 
Stekle of Chicago and Wominick O’ Malley 
ot New Orleans, He haa been sick, but he 
is better now than he ever was. 

‘‘] have had two big iights lately and did 
not lose either time on merits. 

“In California I fought Choynski and 
ought to have won easy. The referee gave 
us the same instructions that Corbett and 
Fitzsimmons had—that we could hit in 
clinches and break-aways with one hand 
free. I did it and rapped Choynski two or 
three times in breaks, and the crowd hol- 
lered ‘‘holy murder,”’ and, I believe, would 
have broke into the ropes at me. Then 
Choynski used his head and butted me 
twice. Then I went to fighting in his fashion 
and put my nut into his wind. You never 
heard such a squeal as went up from the 
crowd. They yelled foul so Many t:mes and 
so loud that the referee gave the decision 
against me. I should have won. 

‘My defeat by Goddard was also unex- 
pected. | whipped him in -New Orleans in 
eighteen rounds, before the Olympic Club, 
when Tom Alien handled me, and | thought 
him so easy that I took a jong trip to South 
Africa to get on a match with him. If Allen 
had been handling me I would have won. As 
it was, I was careless in training, somewhat 
reckless, and just before the fight go: a 
touch of the weakening African fever. | lost 
the fight to him in four rounds. He is a tre- 
mendous big fellow, stands 6 feet 2 inches in 
the ring and weighs, as he walks around, 
oe, pounde. 

“I am after a fight with Sharkey and we 
might be able to get a good purse in the 
West. After his recent break with Maher 
he would have trguble in getting a purse in 
the East. I am not out after Maher, for we 
belong to what might be called the same 
Stable. Fitz is a better man than Corbett. 
I don’t think Fitz will ever fight again, un- 
less he meets Goddard for the worla’s cham- 

lonship. The fighters are all glad that Cor- 

ett was put out. That stiff was a hog and 
would never give another man @ chance. He 
was after the almighty dollar all the time. 
and made it easier than any. other pugilist 
ever did. By whipping Sullivan, when any 
other man could have done it, he got up. He 
stayed up by whipping Mitchell, who wag 
then the worst kind of a has-been. When he 
first met a real good man he got whipped. 

“In all my ‘hs ts I have never found any 
soft spots and have always had to fight up 
hill, George La Blanche, the Marine, was the 
lightest man I ever met in the ring, and he 
was six pounds heavier than I. 

“I have backing and am ready to meet 
any man in the world.”

The Mullanphy Bank failure was given re- 
newed ventilation Wednesday. Depositions 
of an interesting nature were taken before

ing. The case at issue was the sult of W. J. 
Stone, receiver, against Schwartz Bros. 
and J. W. Kassing for the collection of a 
$1,000 note, Kassing being surety for the 
Schwartz brothers. Kassing was represent- 
ed by Attorney W. F. Smith. Judge John M. 
Wood appeared on behalf of Receiver Stone. 

The depositions brought out In detail the 


story of Cashier Louls G. Kammerer’s ac- 

tion {n allowing overdrafts. At times the 

tpatisnony bordered closely upon the sensu- 
onal, 

The first witness examined was John H. 

ottman. Preliminary to reaching the 
point at issue, Kassing’s attorney plied the 
witness with numerous questions tending 
to show the insolvent condition of the bank. 
Kassing’s defense is that no consideration 
was rendered for the note on which he is 
surety and that he is the victim of a con- 
spiracy. 

As an opening wedge Attorney Smith 
asked President Rottman if the Consumers 
Coal Co. was not in reality a part of the 
Mullanphy Bank—that is, the coal business 
conducted by the bank. Mr. Rottman re- 
plied that so far as he knew there was ra 
connection between the two institutions. He 
was unable to give the names of the direc- 
tors of the coal company. The coal com- 
pany in question is one of the bank's 
debtors in a large sum. That is why the 
attorney sought to establish that the bank 
owned the coal company’s business. 

Throughout the rigid fire of interrogatories 
President Rottman maintained that he had 
had no interest in the coal company and 
neither did the bank, as a whole. 

Henry Klages, vice-president of the Mul- 
lanphy Bank, told about an overdraft ot 
$150,000 which Cashier Kammerer permitted 
T. S. Teuscher to make. 

‘What explanation did the cashier give 
for the overdraft?’ asked Attorney Smith. 

‘“‘He gave no explanation,”’ said the wit- 
ness. ‘“‘He acknowledged that he had al- 
lowed the money to be drawn. He could 
not say why he had done so.”’ 

In the course of the vice-president’s tes- 
timony it was disclosed that Teuscher ob- 
tained the money in question to square his 
account at the German Savings Institution. 
Kammerer let him have the money without 
the consent of the Board of Directors, Mr. 
Klages said. 

The overdraft was discovered in the 
course of the regular investigation made by 
the Board. Kammerer was retained as 
cashier even after the overdraft was dis- 
covered, for the reason that there was a 
desire to avoid publicity. 

Prosecution was talked of, the witness 
said, but it was decided that the cashier 
had not laid himself Hable to criminal pros- 
ecution. 

Vice-President Klages had a long siege 
on the witness stand. Attorney Smith en- 
tered into minute detail when inquiring 
about the attitude of the bank directors 
toward Cashier Kammerer, when it was 
found that he had permitted such large 
overdrafts. Mr. Klages was not able to 
answer all of the questions, although he 
told about the precaution taken by the 
“oe ty to prevent any further action of that 


nd. 

“William Seviers, a teller in the bank, 
was detailed to watch the cashier,’’ Mr. 
Klages said. 

“What was he to watch him for?’’ the at- 
torney asked. 

‘To see that he did not allow any more 
such overdrafts,’ was the reply. 

“What kind of a watchman did he make?” 

“Not a very good one.” 

*“‘Didn’t the Board of Directors try to find 
out why the cashier allowed the over- 
draft?” 

“Yes, but all the cashier would say was 
that he had made a mistake. He claimed 
that he could not tell why he did it.”’ 

During Mr. Klages’ examination he was 
repeatedly interrogated as to this feature of 
the case, but each time he made the same 
statement. 

When the attorney questioned him about 
the Consumers’ Coal Company he talked 
very freely. 

“What of it if I should be interested in 
the bank and at the same time have other 
investments? I am connected with a build- 
ing and loan association and an insurance 
company also. Does my connection with 
a bank bar me from being interested in 
other lines of business?” 

This interrogatory on the part of the wit- 
ness was not answered. The attorney kept 
on asking more questions. 

Relative to the efforts of the bank diret™- 
ors to keep the cashier’s recklessness s°- 
cret, Mr. Klages could not remember that 
there had been any pr®2-arranged action of 
that kind. It was kept still, however, and 
he supposed it was the judgment of the di- 
rectors that such a course was best for the 
bank and all parttes concerned. 

‘Do you believe that Cashier Kammerer 
speculated in wheat, whisky or otherwise?’ 
the attorney asked. 

“Not that I know of,” 
plied.

THE BOARD NOT HARMONIOUS. 


Mr. Hammerstein Made Secretary and 
Treasurer, and Mr. Bryan Sup- 
ply Commissioner. 


At Tuesday night’s meeting of the School 
Board C. L. Hammerstein was elected Sec- 
retary and Treasurer; John A. Long, Audi- 
tor, and William Bryan, Supply Commis- 
gioner. The filling of the office of Building 
Commissioner was postponed until next 
Tuesday night. 

An interesting debate ensued on a motion 
by Director Eliot to reduce the salary of 
Supply Commissioner from $2,400, as fixed at 


he previous session, to $2,000. Directors 
Eliot. More, Woodward, Coste, Robert 
Moore and Ford voted in the affirmative, 
and Director Ball being absent, the motion 
was carried. 

This vote is regarded as something of an 
-4ndication as to the board’s division. It is 
gaid that Henry Studniczka and Prof. 
Woodward have particularly agreed to disa- 
gree, and that each has lined up his friends. 
Mr. Studniczka remarked Tuesday night 
with a significant look at the professor an 
Director Eliot, that those who voted to re- 
duce the salary of the Supply Commissioner 
knew nothing of his duties, which are more 
yg he said, than those of the Au- 

tor. 

The Committee on Instruction recom- 
mended the abolishment of the normal class 
after 1898, and also fixed its rules in accord- 
ance with the new law. 

The Superintendent will now have au- 
thority to change the text-books after the 
close of the present fiscal year. He will also 
have absolute control of his department, 
Complaints must be submitted in writing 
to the Instruction Committee, with the 
names of witnesses. To hear testimony and 
consider any other business the committee 
will meet-Saturday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

The rules were further amended permit- 
ting the Superintendent to close his office 
on Saturdays at 1 o’clock from June 1 to 
October 1, and at 3 o’clock from October 1 
to June 1. 

The Instruction Commitee’s report was re- 
ferred to a special committee, to be further 
revised, but was considered temporarily 
adopted. 

A report from the Finance Committee 
showed the old board had contracted debts 
amounting to $383,328.68, which are binding 
on the new board, and were ordered paid. 
An appropriation of $122,000 for teachers’ sal- 
aries was found necessary, in order to con- 
tinue the appropriation for that purpose 
made by the previous board. 

The Auditing and Supplies Committee re- 

rted that the bids opened by 

he present committee had been 
vited by the old board, on _—sfig- 
ures furnished by the previous Supply 
Commissioners, and a legal complication 
might ensue. The report was referred back, 
with instructions to consult the attorney. 
This committee was further directed by a 
resolution from Director Eliot to ascertain 
the cost of examining the old board’s books 
for five years past, with the cost of bulld- 
ings repairs, as compared with other 
cities,

MRS. CADONAU TELLS A STRANGE 
STORY IN COURT. 


THE LAD WAS LOVE CRAZY. 


Husband Appears Indifferent and Con- 
tradicted His Wife’s Testimony 
on a Material Point. 


Joe Weber's readiness to enter the liste 
of love on any old occasion got him into the 
clutches of the law Wednesday morning. 
It led also to the airing of the troubles 
of a South St. Louis family in Judge Zim- 
merman’s police court, 

Joe Weber is a young man. He knows 
now that poaching on another’se preserves 
is against the peace and dignity of the 
community, for there is a $10 fine against 
him, and unless he pays it he will have 


to go to the Work-house, Joe’s prosecutor 
was Mrs. Minnie Cadonau of 7708 innesota 
avenue. Mrs. Cadonau’s husband is alive. 
Presumably he knows he is alive, but he 
sat in court Wednesday and listened to a 
ecullar story, In which he should have 
een greatly interested, without any show 
of emotion. 

According to the evidence Joe Weber 
formerly boarded with Mr. and Mrs, Cad- 
onau when they lived at 150 South Third 
street. After the Cadonaus moved Joe still 
hankered after Mrs. Cadonau’s society and 
became so ardent that on Saturday night 
he called on his inamorata and demon- 
strated his affection by beating her. 

Mrs, Cadonau was in the court room early. 
She is a pretty brunette, buxom and viva- 
cious and dresses stylishly. 

She told how Joe went to board at her 
house more than a year ago. 


she said, ‘‘until he had been at the house 
three or four months. Then I could see he 
was in love with me. I told him several 
times not to make a foo] of himself but that 
only made him ,.worse. He began to talk 
about my husband; said he was too old for 
me and things like that. 

“One night he came home and told me 
that if I didn’t leave my husband he would 
kill me. I was afraid of him but-.I told 
eo ae could never make me leave my hus- 

and. 

“Mr. Cadonau’s business keeps him away 
from home four or five nights a week. 
While he was away Joe used to beat me, 
Pretty soon people around the neighborhood 
began to talk.
